Our new Governor las already signalized 
his administration, by the appointment of 
Prof, J. Orr State school Cemmissioner, rice 
the carpet-bagger who preceded him.

In the languages and mathematics alike, he 
bore away the palm.

Railroad, the commissions and _ interest 
charged are fully double the usual rates on 
so large amounts; while he intimates that 
their repoited sale‘of gold bonds was ficti- 
tious, und simply a trick to cover advances to 
Governor Bullock and his Superintendent. 
In short, the charge is explicitly made that 
Ifenry Clews entered into a conspiracy with 
Dallock to defraud the State of Georgia. 

These are very serious charges, and should 
be met at once. Messrs. Henry Clews & Co. 
should have a double motive fur giving the 
matter their immediate attention, namely, to 
protect their good name as an honorable and 
upright commercial heuse, and also to re- 
lieve them-elves from responsibility to 
holders of Georgia bonds purchased at their 
hands. If Dr. Angier’s charges should be 
sustained, Clews & Co. would undoubtedly 
be liable for the payment of the bonds which 
they have sold, even if they should be re- 
pudiated by the State of Georgia, as will 
probably be the case with all those which 
have been issued in violation of law.

The question of the repeal of the rice du- 
ties has been once more raised by the presen- 
tation jo Congress of a memorial from Dan 
Talmage’s sons, of New York, in favor o! 
the present tariff. The points rawed by the 
memorialists cover appeals both to the pro- 
cectionists and free labor sentiments of mem- 
bers. The memorial states that the produc- 
tion ef rice in the South was almost entirely 
ruined by the war, and that the labor was 
scattered and could not be collected again at 
the return of peace. The old rice laborers 
had found other channels of employment, 
and labor was generally demoralized by the 
gratuities given by the government, the 
hands refusiag to work so long as they ob- 
tained rations for nothing. Under the in- 
centives of high wages to Jabor and increase 
profits toplapters afforded by the tariff, the 
production of rice is {inereaging, and it is 
therefore the duty of Congress to foster this 
improvement by retaining the present du- 
ties,
